IT CONDEMNED 

G. O. P. Organ Strongly Donounc- 
ed RcfNiUican Senate Leader- 
ahip In Tranty.Figiit 

Louisville. Ky., Oct. 8 — The 
Louisville Herald, which has now 
become the organ of the republi- 
can party in Kentucky, in its pres- 
ent campaign, has reversed its po- 
sition in exactly twelve months. 

One year ago, or to be axact, 
November 24, 1919, the Louisville 
Herald deplored the slaying of the 
treaty by republican leaders and 
condemned the policy of Lodge 
and the irreconcilables it now up- 
holds. It said in part : — 

"The outcome of Senator 
Lodge's 'tight against the adminis- 
tration brought ilttle comfort to 
anyone except the irreconciahles. 
His long and tedious struggle 
with the treaty and the Leag^ue of 
Nations reservations prevented 
Congress from accomplishing 
many things that had been ex- 
pected, anci resulted only in the 
humiliation of himself and his 
paty through his failure to pro- 
cure ratification after he had suc- 
ceeded in forcing adoption of res- 
ervations. 

"Wiser leadership is needed if 
we are to escape the- 'peace by 
resolution' which Lodge now pro- 
poses. His resolution declaring 
the- war at an end, introduced just 
before adjourninent and he had 
seen the V'ersaille.s treaty voted 
down, goes over to the December 
session. 

"In the meantitne this Lodge statement, never regaining conscious-

Slain Man Under Bond Far Trial 
On Serioos Charge Preferred 
By Young Girl 

(Lexintrton Herald) 
Ernest L. March, wealthy business 
man and Main street fati^bore dealer, 
wa.s shot and fatally injured in the 
yard of the Bribing, aa apartment 
house which he owned on SonU» 
Broadway* atmet, by George Rose, <S5, 
years old, a constable, at 4 :15 o'clock 
Thursday afternoon. 

March died at the St. Joseph's 
hospital twenty minutes later. 

Rose, following the shooting, walk- 
ed from the Brittling, which is locat- 
ed at 343 . South Broadway, a short 
distance from High street, toward the 
police station. On his way to police 
headquai-ters Rose met Patrolman 
John Douglas on Vine street. 

He mmediately surrendered and 
was taken to the ploce station and 
placed in a cell. 

Rose refused to make any state- 
ment regarding the shooting. Shortly 
before 5 o^clock he was moved- to the 
county jail by Detective Dudley Veal 
and Patrolman Carl Woodward. On 
his surrender to police a charge of 
malicious shooting was placed against 
him, which was changed to murdei-, 
following Mardi's deaith at the hospi- 
tal.

sentative audiences of Madison coun- 
ty citizens, composed of botb men sM 
women of voting age, assembled to 
hear the Rev. E. L. Poweil, of the 
First Christian church of Louisvillew 
Dr. Powell arrived one hour late on 
account of missing his train out of 
Louisville and had to come 'in im ao- 
tomobilc. His chauffeur got on the 
wrong road between Lexington and 
Richmond and lost consideraMe time. 
He also had to make a detour on ac- 
count of road repairs between Shel- 
byville and Frankfort and lost about 
an hour. However, the crowd waited 
patiently and none had left when he 
arrived at 8:30 o'clodc 

Hon. W. B. Smith, the nestor of 
Democracy in Madison county, enll^r- 
tained htc audience togetfa^ witt 
Marshall Vaughn, of Berea, and kept 
everyone in fine humor until the 
speaker arrived 

Dr. Powell spoke for an hour and 
delivered one of the most completei 
convincing and eloqnoit arguments 
in favor of the covenant of the 
League of Nations that has yet hem 
heard in Richmond. He said at the 
outset that if this were merely an 
oi-dinaiy political question or econom- 
ic question that he would not be sir- 
ing his time and spending his energy 
in this campaign.

While IfeticBson county is tqrning 

out an immense number of teachers 
for schools in this and other states, 
there is atar ektetasioi^^ soof^- in the 
way of a cori-espondettce school that 
is attracting wid^ attrition, since 
there are niany fnqcyrietf b^ing ihaAe 
regarding: the 26 subjects offered and { 
about 100 coui-ses already are lecord- 
ed, although this is the first year for 
Uiis feature of the work. 

The new departure, which the offi- 
cials of Eastern Normal state prom^ 
ises to become one of the moit im- 
portant and extensive in the future, 
enables 'teachers to acquire 'this addi- 
tional knowyedge while at home, the' 
v.'ork being inspecte<l'and passed upon 
by ah able and well organized instruc- 
tor coi-ps. Thi.s, it isc laitted, does! 
away with the liability of much waste 
and mindirected effort that oftentimes 
accompanies home study. One of the' 
professor.s of the school stated today 
the percentage of study at heme was 
increasing steadily, and the organiza- 
tion of an efficient corps of instruc- 
tors to judge fhe work and direct in- 
struction was responsible for its suc- 
cess to a great degree. 

Prof. J. R. Robinson, in charge of 
this department, in speaking of the 
extrabrdinai-y d^ree of success ac- 
companyincr the iiew venture, explain- 
ed that the fact was beinq- i-ocognizeil 
by many, teachei^ that they could 
remain at their schOtoTs and at the 
same time acquire the coveted knowl- 
edge along the various lines, of 
which thrtie are 25 at present. The 
lirt grrows and endorsement of the 
state educational board is expected, 
since the same textbooks arc used as 
are uso<l in the high schools of tliis 
an;! other citiies. There v/ill be an 
extensive class at >'lichoIagville, com- 
prising students from that city and 
vicinity, as a result of the favor with j 
which the new measure ha.-; been ac- 1 
cepted. Thei-e wiil be regular classe.« j 
held there under the supei-vision of 
Superintendent Smith, of t"he Nichol- 
asville schools, and it is probable that 
other classes will l>o started within 
a j?hort time elsewhere.
